The packing house itself, on 
NW 9th Street, has belonged to 
Grabers since 1945, when they. 
bought it from Louis Weiman. 
Previously a wooden structure, 
it was rebuilt in 1949-51, is now 
concrete block, 35 by 150 feet. 

Last year, in addition to rad- 
ishes, the Grabers shipped 600 
carloads of leafy vegetables, 
Member of Pioneer Growers 
Co-op, Grabers send the biggest 
percentage of their leafy pro- 
duce through the Co-op. All 
leafy vegetables — endive, es- 
carole, chihili — are packed in 
the field, Graber says.
